We shall suggest that the form of the Revenue Account should be altered so as 
to state Surplus and deficit in each Department separately . This can be done by 
arranging the account-heads in such a way as to afford ready means of preparing 
separate Revenue Accounts of University , Intermediate College , School, Building 
Department and Dispensaries , The Net Surplus and Deficit, as the case may be, of 
these Departments may be carried to a General Revenue Account, to which should he 
credited all other Miscellaneous Income and the same be debited with all unallotted 
miscellaneous Expenditure to give the total resultant Surplus or Deficit. 

Similarly the form of the Balance- Sheet can be conveniently modified to a great 
extent so as to give a very clear view of the state of University s affairs to the Council, 
Visiting Board and all others concerned . 

We shall be glad to advise the Chief Accountant in this respect, if he should like 
to refer it to us. 

We close with our thanks for the hospitality shown and assistance rendered to our 
representatives in the course of audit .
